are processed for acids and nut meats. 
The 
prune and raisin associations are actively con­ 
sidering x the question of by-product operations 
based upon the culls and surplus dried fruits.” 
Then it is pointed out th at the farm s of the 
middle west produce vast quantities of waste 
m aterial th a t have a high potential value. Corn 
and w heat by-products for instance, are rich in 
cellulose, which is easily extracted. Cellulose has 
m any uses; it is valuable as a base for paper, 
for example, and is much used in the m anufac­ 
ture of rayon. 
Considerable chemical 
research rem ains to 
be done before commercial utilization of these 
waste products can be undertaken on a large 
scale. 
But if the farm ers are wise they will be­ 
gin studying the question. 
It may be th at the 
solution for our ancient farm problem lies right 
here.

onal unemployment, about 
1,- 
800,000 employes were out 
of 
work, contrasted with five or six 
million in 19 21. During the past 
two m onths there has been

higher record of production and 
consumption of goods than dur­

m onths of 
any previous year. There coufd 
no t be such a record unless em­ 
ployment was steadily recover­ 
ing.”
